LABOR COUNCIL 
SLAMS JUDGE 


Denouncing Superior Judge George 
A. Sturtevant for the decision against 
the Municipal Railway and recom- 
mending his immediate recall, the 
representatives of Municipal Car- 
men’s Union No. 518, asked the San 
Francisco Labor Council to sanction 
a general move on the part of organ- 
ized labor to remove Judge Sturte- 
vant from the bench. The recommen- 
dation was contained in a stinging 
resolution which branded Judge Stur- 
tevant an enemy of the people and a 
traitor to every principle of justice. 
It is the intention of the carmen to 


‘begin the circulation at once of 500 


petitions for the recall of the judge. 
The move received the general ap- 
proval of the delegates to the coun- 
cil, and only the formal procedure 
which obtains in such matters pre- 
vented the immediate adoption of the 
résolution. The matter was. placed 
in the hands of the law and legis- 
lative committee with the recommen- 
dation that it receive instant atten- 
tion. A favorable report from this 
committee will mean that Judge 
Sturtevant will be confronted with 
an army of 60,000 trades unionists, 
who will demand that he be relieved 
of the judicial authority.
